Ardkinlas, he hafted.to Inverary as {oon as he could for.the - 
bad Way and Weather, and did not fo much as go to. his 
own Houfe in his -way. to Inverary, tho’ he paft within half 
a Mile of it, as both their Depofitions at the Letter B 
bears, and: ‘fobx Mac-Donald, the. eldeft: Son, depones. 
farther at the fame mark; That his Father was taken in 
his way by Captain Dramond at Barkaldin, and detain‘d 
24 Hours. 

Sir Golin Gampbel, of Ardkinlas, Sherif -Deput of  dr- 
ayle, depones, That the.Deceas'd Glencocame to Inverary 
about the beginning of January 1692, witha Letter from 
Colonel Hill to the effeét above-mentioned, and was three 
Days there before Ardkinlas could get thither, becaufe of 
bad Weather; and that Glenco.faid tohim; That he had 
not come fooner, becaufe he was hinder’d by the-Storm ; 
and Ardkinlas farther depones,. That when. he declin’d to 
give the Oath of ‘Allegiance to. Glenco, becaufe the laft of 
Lecember, the time appointed for the taking of ‘it,/ was 
d with Tears that he might be admitted 
ta 
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to take it, and promis‘ to bring in all his People within 
a fhort time to do the like, and if any of them refufed, 
they fhould be imprifoned or fent to Flanders: Upon 
which Ardkinlas fays, He did adminifter to him the Oath 
of. Allegiance upon the 6th of Fanuary 1692, and fent a 
Certificate thereof to Edinbargh,with Colonel Hri's Letter, 
to Colin Campbel, Sheriff Clerk of Argyle, who was then 
at Edinburgh, atid further wrote to the faid Col#n that he 
fhould write back to him, whither Glewco’s taking of the 
Oath was allow’d by the Council or not,as Ardkinlas’s De- 
pofition at the Letter B teftifies, and the faid Gol, Sherif 
Clerk, depones, That the forefaid Letters, and the Certif- 
cate relating to Glenco, with fome other Certificates relating 
to fome other Perfons, all upon one Paper, were fent in te 
him to Edinbargh by Ardkinlas; which Paper being producd 
upon Oath by Sir Gilbert Elliot, Clerk ot the Secret Coun- 
cil, but-rolled and fcor'd, as to Glenco’s Part, and his ta- 
king the Oath of Allegiance, yet the Commiioners found 
that it was not fo delete or dafhed, but that it may be 
read that Glenco did take the Oath of Allegiance at /nve- 
rary the. 6th Day of Fanuary 1692, and the faid Colm Camp- 
bel depones, That it came to his Hand fairly written, and 
not dafh’d, and that with this Certificate he had the 
faid Letter from Ardkin/as ( with Colonel Hill's above- 
mentioned Letter to. ArdAéulas inclofed) bearing how ear- 
neft Glenco was to take the Oath of Allegiance, and that 
he had taken it upon the 6th of January, but that Ardaen- 
jas was doubtful if that the Council would receive it,anc 
the Sheriff Clerk did produce before the Commiffioners- 
the forefaid Letter by Colonel Hii to Ardkmlas, dated at 
Fort William the 31ft Day of Decemb.1691, and bearing. 
that Gleuco had teen with him, but flipp’d fome Days out 
of Ignorance, yet that it was good to bring in a loft Sheop 
at any time, and would be an Advantage to reader the 
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King’s Government eafie, and with the faid Sherif Clers; 
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(14 ) 
‘Signet,:and Sir Gilbert Elliot, Clerk to the Council, do 
all: declare that. Glenco's taking the Oath of Allegiance, 
with Ardkenlas his forefaid Certificate, as tohis Part of it, 
did come to Edmburgh, and was feen by them fairly writ- 
ten, and not fcord or dafh’d; but that Sir Gilbert and 
the other Clerk of the Council refufed to take it in, be- 
caufe done after the Day appointed by’ the Proclamation. 
Whereupon the faid Colm Campbel, ‘and Mr. Fobn 
Gampbel, went, as they depone, to the: Lord Abevachil, 
then a Privy-Councellor, and defir'd him to take the Ad- 
vice of Privy-Councellors about it, and accordingly they 
aitirm that Aberuchil {aid he had {poke to. feveral Privy- 
Councellors, and partly to the’ Lord Stairs; and that it 


was their Opinion that the forefaid Certificate ‘could | not 


be receiv'd without a Warrand from the King, and that it 
would neither be fafe to Ardkinlas, nor profitable to Glenco, 
to give in the Certificate tothe Clerk of the Council; and 
this the Lord Aberachil confirms by his Depofition, but 
doth not name therein the Lord Stairs and Colin Campbel, 
the Sheriff-Clerk, does farther depone, That with the 
knowledge of the Lord dberuchil, Mr. John Campbell, 
and Mr. David Moncrief, Clerk to the Council, he did by 
himfelf, or his Servant, fcore or deléte the forefaid Cer- 
tificate, as now it ftands feor’d, as to Glenco’s taking the 
Oath of Allegiance, and that he gave it in fo “fcord or 
obliterat to the faid Mr. David Moncrief, Clerk of the 
Council, who took it in as it is now producd: But it 
doth not appear by all thefe Depofitions, that the Matter 
was brought to the Council Board, that the Councils 
Pleafure might be known upon ‘it, tho’ it feems to have 
been intended by Ardkinlas, who both writ himfelf and

fent Colonel Hill's Letter for to make Glenco’s Excufe, and 
defir'd exprefly to know the Councils Pleafure. 

After that Glenco had taken the Oath. of Allegiance as 
is faid, he went hometo his own Houfe, and as his own 


two Sons above nam’d depone, He not only liv’d there for 
fome 
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fome Days quietly and fecurely, but call’d his People to: 
gether, and told them he had taken the Oath of Allegi- 
ance, and made his Peace, and therefore defir'd and en- 
gag d them to live peaceably under King William’s Govern= 
ment, as the Depofitions of the faid two Sons, who were 
prefent, mark’d with the Letter E bears, 

Thefe things having preceeded the Slaughter, which 
happen'd.not to be committed until the 13th of February. 
1692, fix Weeks after the deceas'd Glenco had taken the 
Oath of Allegiance at Inverary. The Slaughter of the Glenco 
Men was in this manner, wiz. John and Alexander 
Mac-Donalds, Sons tothe deceas'd Glenco, depone, That 
Glexgary's Houfe being reduc’d, the Forces were call’d 
back to the South, and Glenlyon, a Captain of the Earl ‘of 
Argyle's Regiment, with Lieutenant Lindfay and Enfign 
Tindfay, and {ix fcore Soldiers, return’d to Glenco about 
the ift of February 1692, where, at their Entry, 
the elder Brother John met them'with about 20 Men, 
and demanded the reafon of their coming, and Lieutenant: 


Lindfey fhew’d him his Orders for quartering there under 
Colonel Hill's Hand, and gave affurance that they were 
only come to Quarter; whereupon they were billeted in 
the Country. and had free Quarters and kind Entertain- 
ment,living familiarly with the People until the 1 3th Day 
of Feb. and Alexander farther depones, That Glenlyon be- 
ing his Wive’s Uncle came almoft every Day and took his 
Morning Drink at his Houfe, and that the very Night be- 
fore the Slaughter, Glenlyon did play at Cards in his own 
Quarters with both the Brothers, and ¥ohnx depones, 
That old Glenco his Father had invited Glenlyon, Lieutenant 
Lindfay, and Enfign Lindfay, to dine with him upon the 
very day the Slaughter happen’d. But on the 13th day of 
February, being Saturday, about four or five in the Morn- 
ing, Lieutenant Lindfay, with a, Party of the forefaid 
Soldiers, came to old Gleuco’s Houle, where, baving 
call’d ina Friendly manner, and got in, they fhot his 
vatner: 
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Father dead with feveral Shots as he was rifing out of hi 
Bed; and the Mother having got up and put on her 
Clothes, the Soldiers flripp’d her naked and drew the 
Rings off her Fingers with their Teeth; as likewife they 
killd one Man more and wounded another grievoufly at 
the fame place : And this Relation they fay they had from 
their Mother, and is confirm’d by the Depofition of Arch- 
bald Mackdonald, Indweller in Glenco, who farther depones 
that G/exco was {hot behind his Back with two Shots, one 
through the Head and the another through the Body, and 
two more were kill'd with him in that place, and a third 
wounded and left for.dead: And this he knows, becaufe he 
came that fame day to Glenco’s Houfe, and faw his dead 
Pody lying before the Door, with the other two that were 
kill'd, and {poke with the third that was wounded, whofe 
Name was Duncan Don, who came there occafionally with 
Letters from the Brae of Mar. 

The faid ohn Macdonald, eldeft Son to the deceas’d Glen- 
co depones, the fame morning that his Father was kill’d 


there came Soldiers to his Houfe before Day, and call’d at 


his Window, which gave him the Alarm, and made him 
go to lnnerriggen, where Glenlyon was quarter’d, and that 
fe found Glenlyon and his Men preparing their Arms, 
which made the Deponent ask the Caufe; but Glenlyon 
gave him only good Words, and faid they were to march 
againft fome of Glengaries Men,.and if there were Ill in- 
tended, would not he have told, Sandy and his Neice > 
meaning the Deponents Brother and his Wife; which 
made the Deponent go home and go again to his Bed, un- 
till his Servant, who hindred him to fleep, rais’d him ; and 
when he rofe and went out, he perceiv'd about 20 Men 
coming towards his Houfe with their Bayonets fix’d to 
their Muskets ; whereupon he fled to the Hill, and having 
Auchnaton, a little Village in Glenco, in view, he heard.the 
Shots wherewith Auchintviaten and four more were kill'd; 
and that he heard alfo the Shots at Jnnerriggen, where Gien- 
lyon 
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yon had causd to kill nine. more, as fhail-be hereafter. declay’é-s 
and) this)is.confirm’d by. the concurring Depofition of - dlexand, r 
Macdonald his Brother; whom.a Servant wak’d ontof feen. fi 
ing, It is no time for you to be fleeping, when they are killinc 
your Brother at.the-Door; which made Alexander to fee with 
shis, Brother to. the Hill; where both of them heard the forefaid 
Shots at.Auchnaion and Innerriggin : And the aid Fobn, Alexa 


derand Archibald Macdonald’s-do all. depone,That the fame Morp- 
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ing there was one Serjeant Barber and a Party at Awchraion. and 

that; Auchintrtaten, being there in. his Brother’s Hotife. with eight 

more fitting about the Fire, the Soldiers difchare’d upon them 
sabout.18)/ Shot, which, killd Auebintriaten and tour, more. but 

the other. four, whereof. fome were. wounded, filling down as 

dead, Serjeant Barber laid. hold, on. Auebintriaten’s Brother. one 

of the four, and ask’d him if he were alive? He an{wer'd, "That 

he was, and that he defir'd to. die without rather than within - 
‘Barber faid, That for his. Meat-that-he had eaten, he would do 

him the Favour to kill him without ; but.when,the Man was 

7 brought out, and Soldiers brought up-to fhoot-him,, he having his 
zs Plaid loofe ‘flung it over their Faces.and fo efcap’d,, and the 
other three broke through the back of the Houfe and efcap’d-: 

And this Account the Deponents had from the Men that efcapd. 

And at danerriggin, where Glenlyon was quartered, the Soldiers 

took other nine Men and did bind them Hand and Foot, kill’d 

them one by one with Shot); and when G/en/yon inclin’d to fave 

a: young Man.of about, 20 Years;of Age, one Captain Drummond 

came and ask:d how he came ‘to.be fav’d, in refpe& of the Orders 
that were given, and {hot him dead ; and another young. Boy of 
about 13 Years ran to G/enlyonto be fav’d, he was likewife {hor 
dead ; and in the fame Towa there was.a Woman anda Boy 
about four or, five Years of Age, kill’d,; and at Avebnaion there 
was alfo a Child miffed; and nothing found of him bur the Hand. 
There were likewife feveral. killed, at other, Places, whereof one 
was an old Manabout 80 Years of Age: And all this. the Depo. 
nents fay they affirm, becaufe they. ‘heard the Shot, faw the dead 
Bodies, and had an Account from the Women that. were left. 
And, Ronald Macdonald, Indweller in Glenco, farther depones, That 
he being living with his Father in a little Town ef Glenco; fome 
of Glen/yon’s Soldiers.came;to his Father’s Houfe, the faid.s 3th 
Day of February in the morning, and drage’d his Father out of 
his Bed and knock’d him down tor dead at-the Door: which the

Deponent feeing; made his Efcape, and his Father recovering,after: 
the Soldiers were gone, got into another Houfe; but this: Houfé 
was fhortly burnt, and his Father burnt init ; and the Deponent. 
came there after and gather’d his Father’s Bones and burned 
them. He alfo declares, That at Auchnaion, where Auchintriaten 
was killed, he faw the Body of Auchintriaten and three more. 
cait ont and coverd with Dung: And another ‘Witnefs of the 
fame declares, ‘That upon the fame 13th of February, Glenlyon. 
and Lieutenant Lzdfay, and their Soldiers, did in the Morning. 
before Day fall upon the People of Gvenco when they were fe-- 
cure in their Beds and kill’d them, and. he being at:Innerriggin 
fled with the firft, but heard Shots and had two Brothers’killed 
there, with three Men more.and a Woman, who were all buried 
before he came back. And all thefe five Witneflés concur, That 
the forefaid Slaughter was made by G/ezlyon and_his Soldiers, 
aiter they had -been quarter’d, and liv’d peaceably and friendly 
with the G/enco-Mex about 13 Days, and that the Number of 
thofe whom they knew to be {lain were about 25, and that the 
Soldiers. after the Slaughter did burn thé Houfés, Barns and Goods, 
and carried away a great Spoil of Horfe; Nolt and Sheep, above. 
a 1000. And Fames Campbel, Soldier in the Caftle of Stirling, 
epones, That in Fanuary 1692, he being then a Soldier in Glen- 
Jyon's Company march’d with the Company from. Inverlochie to. 
Glenco, where the Company was quarter’d,-and very kindly enter- 
tain’d for the fpace of 14 Days, that he knew nothing of the 
Defign of killing the G/enco-Mem till the’ Morning that ‘the 
Slaughter was committed, at which time Glenlyon and Captain 
Drummond’s Companies were drawn out in feveral Parties, and 
got Orders from G/enlyon and their other Officers to fhoot and 
kill all the Country-men they met with; and that the Deponent ” 
being one of the Party which was at’ the Town where Glemlyon 
had his Quarters, did fee feveral Men drawn out of their Beds, 
and particularly he did ‘fee’ Glen/yon’s own Landlord fhot by his 
Order, and a young Boy’ of about twelve Years of Age, who en- 
deavour’d to fave -himfelf by taking hold of Glenlyon, offering: 
to go any where with him if he would {pare his Life, and was 
thot. dead hy Captain Drummond's Order ; and the Deponent did 
fee about eight Perfons kill’d, and feveral Houfes burnt, and Wo- 
men Hying to the Hills to fave their Lives. And laftly, Sir Colm 
Compbel of Aberuchil depones, That after the Slaughter, Glenlyon 
told him that Macdonald of Innerriggin was kill’d with oe 
Q¥. 
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of the Glenco-men, with Col. Hil/’s PafS or ProteStion in his 
Pocket, which a Soldier brought and fhew’d to G/emlyon. 

The Teftimonies above fet down being more than fufficient to 
prove a Deed fo notorioufly known, it is only to be remarkd, 
that more Witnefles of the A€tors themfelves might have been 
found if Glenlyon and his Solders were not at prefent in F/anders 
with Argi/e’s Regiment ; and it’s farther added, that Lieutenant 
Colonel Hamilton, who feems by the Orders and Letters. thar 
fhall be hereafter fet down to have had the particular Charge.of ° 
this Execution, did:march the night before the Slaughter with 
about 400 Men, but the Weather falling to be very bad and fe- 
vere, they were forc’d to ftay by the Way, and did not get to 
Glenco.againit the next Morning, as had been concerted betwixt 
Major Duncafon and: Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton; fo that the 
- Meafures being broke, Lieutenant Colonel Hami/ton and his Men 
came not to G/enco till about eleven of the Clock after the 
Slaughter had been committed, which proved the Prefervation and 
Safety of the Tribe of Genco, fince by this means the far greater 
part of them efcap’d; and then the Lieutenant Colonel being 
come to Cunnelochieven appointed feveral Parties for feveral Pofts, 
with Orders that they. fhould take no Prifoners, but kill all the 
Men that came in their-Way. Thereafter fome of the Lieutenant 
Colonels Men march’d forward in the G/en, and met with Major 
Duncafons. Party, whereof a Part under G/ealyon had been fent 
by Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton to quarter there fome days be- 
fore, and .thefe Men told. how. they had kill’d G/ezco and about 
36 of his Men that Morning, and'that. there ‘remain’d nothing 
to be done -by the Lieutenant Colonel and his Men, fave that 
‘they burnt fome Houfés, and kill’d an old Man by the Lieutenant 
Colonel’s Orders, and brought away the Spoil of the Country, 
and this in its feveral Parts is teftified by Jobn Forbes, Major in 
- Colonel. Hi/?s Regiment, Francis, Fargbuar and Gilbert Kennedy, 
both Lieutenants in ‘that Regiment, who were all of the 
Lieutenant -Colonel’s Party,.as their Depofitions more fully 
bear.) - 
It may be alfo here noticed, that fome days after the Slaugh- 
ter of the Glenco Men was over, there came a Perfon from — 
Campbel of Balcalden,Chamberlain,.c.Stewardto the E.of Bratdallin, 
to tne deceafed G/enco’s Sons, and.offered to them,if they would 
declare under their Hands, rhat the Earl of Brasda/bin was tice 


and clear of the faid Slaughter, they might be affur’d of the

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Farl’s KindnefS’' for precuring their Remiffion and'Reftitution; as’ 
was plainly dépon’d before the Commifioners: |

fiructions as above,; which he fent forward to Colonel Hid, and 
that in. the beginning of February 1692, being in his. way to 
Fort William, he. met {ome Companies of Avgy/e’s Regiment at 
Beliijbeil’s, and was furpriz’d to underftand that they were going 
to quarter in G/ewco, but faid nothing till he came to Fort Wie 
liam, where Colonel Hi// told him, that Lieutenan-Colonel Hz- 
milton had: got Orders about the Affair of G/enco, and that theres 
fore the Colonel had deft it to Lieutenant Colonel Hamilton's 
Management, who, he apprehends,’ had concerted the Matter 
with Major Duncafon ; and Colonel Hill depones, That he un- 
derftood that Lieutenant-Colonel Hamilton and Major Duncafon 
got the Orders about the Glenco Men, which were fent to Lieu: 
tenant-Colonel Hamilton ; that for himfelf he lik’d not the Bu- 
finefS, but was very grieved at it; that the King’s Inftru€tions of 
the 16th of Fanuary 1692, with the» Mafter of Srair’s Letters 
of the fame Date, were brought to him: by Major Forbes, who 
had received them, and unfeal’d: the Packquet at Edinburgh, as 
thefe two Depofitions do bear. 

Yet the Execution and Slaughter of the:G/enco Men: did not 
immediately take effe&t, and thereafter on the 30th: of the faid . 
Month of January, the Mafter of Stairs doth again write two

Colin Campbel, Sheriff-Clerk, for clearing 
Gilenco’s Diligence and Innocence, were not prefented to the Lords 
of his.Majetty’s Privy-Council, when they. were fent into Edvr- 
dinburgh. in the {aid Month of Fanwary; and that thofe who ad: 
wis'd,the not prefenting, \thereol were in the wrong, and’ feem to 
have. had a malicious Defign againft Glenco; and that it was’ 3 
farther wrong that the Certificate, as to Glenco’s taking the Oath 
of Allegiance, was delete and obliterate after it came to Edjn- 
burgh; and that being fo obliterate, it thould neither have been 
prefented to, or taken‘in by the Clerk ofthe Council}: without an 
expre{s Warrant from the Council, — Secondly, That it appears to 
have been known at London, and particularly to the Mafter of 
Stair, in the Month of Fanuary 1692, that Glenco had taken 
the Oath of Allegiance, tho’ after the Day prefix’d ; for he faith 
in his Letter of the 30th of fanuary to Sir Tho. Levingfton, as 
is above remark’d, iam glad that Glenco came not in within the 
zime preferil-d. Thirdly; That. there was nothing in the: King’s 
InftruCtions to warrant the committing of the forefaid Slaughter,

no other way. Fourthly, That Secretary Szair’s Letters, efpecial- 
ly that of the 11th ot Fanuary 1692, in which he rejoyces to 
hear that G/enco had not taken the Oath ; and that of the 16th 
of Fanuary, of the fame Date with the King’s additional Inftru- 
tions, and that of the 30th of the fame Month, were no;ways 
warranted, by, but quite exceeded the King’s forefaid Infiru¢tions, 
fince:the {aid Letters..without any infinuation of any Method to 
be taken that might well feparate the G/enco-Men from the.reft, 
did, in place. of prefcribing a Vindication of Publick Juftice, or- 
der them.to be cut off and rooted out in earneft, and to purpole, 
and.that,fuddenly, and fecretly, and quietly, and all on a fudden; 
which. are the exprefs.Terms.of the cid Letters;.and compa- 
ring them.and. the, other Letters with what enfued, appear to have 
been the only Warrant and Caufé of their Slaughter, which in 
effe&t wasa barbarous.Murder, perpetrated by the Perfons de- 
pon’d againft : And this.is yet farther confirm’d by two more of 
his Letters, written,‘to Col. Hi//, after, the. Slaughter committed, . 
viz. on the 5th of March 1692, wherein, after having faid) thar 
there was much Talk at London, that the Glenco-Men were mut- 
der’d in their Beds; after they had. taken the Allegiance; he con- 
tinues, for the laft I know nothing of it; Iam fure neither you, 
nor. any, Body impower’d to treat or give Indemnity, did give 
Glenco the Oath and. to take it from_any Body elfe, after the 
Dict elaps’d, did import nothing at all; all thatt regrate is, that 
any of the fort, got away,, and there is.a -neceflity to .profecute. 
them to the utmoft. And another from the Hague, the laft ot 
April 1692,, wherein he fays, For the People of Glenco, when. 
you.do your Duty ina thing fo neceflary, to rid the Country ot 
Thieving, you need not trouble, your_felf to, take the Pains to 
vindicate your felf by fhewing all your Orders,which are now put

Lick Vindication of the Honowr and Fuftice of the Government, to enquire into the bars 
barous Slaughter committed in Glenco, -Feb. 1692. which hath made fo much noife 
both in this Kingdom and your Majefty’s other Dominions ; but we being informd by 
your Majefty’s Commiffioner, That we were prevented in this Matter by a Commiffion 
wnder the Great. Seal for the fame purpofe : We did, upon the reading of the [aid Com- 
miffion, unanimou fly acquiefce to your Majefty’s Pleafure,. and return’'d. our humble 
Acknowledgments for your Royal Care in granting the fame, and we only defired that 
the Difcoveries to be. made fhould be communicated to ws, to theend, that we might 
add our Zeal to your Majefty’s for profecuting fuch Difcoveries, and that in fo National 
a Concern, the Vindication might be alfe publick as the Reproach and Scandal had 
been, and principally that we, for whom it was moff proper, might teftifie to the 
World hove clear your Majefty's Fuftice is in all this Matter.
